French aviatloi) 
corps recently successfully subiected 
himself to a test to determine whether 
or not life could be sustained at 12,000 
meters, (89.800 feet, or about seven 
and one-half miles) altitude, says Pop- 
ular Mechanics Maga^sine, 
Entering a 
large alrtiirht cylinder, the signal to 
start the ejftmust pump was given. At 
a p. :'®'3ure corresponding to an alti- 
tude of about 13.500 feet (two and 
one-half miles), the experimentor was 
compelled to resort to a specially de- 
signed mask and an oxygen tank. 
At 
about 30.000 feet (five and three-quar- 
ter miles) observers noticed that he 
seemed to experience difRculty In mov^ 
Ing his limbs.» This Is an experience 
reported by all aspirants to the alti- 
tude record. 
To a figure correspond- 
ing to tlie height of about 34.000 feet 
(six and one-half miles) the subject 
closed his eyes as though weary. 
As 
the barometer touciied a figure equal 
to a hel;rhl of 39.300 feel, the trial was 
stopped and air slowly admitted to the 
cylinder that there might be no disas- 
trous shock.

North fomes the call for the sons^ of 
tiro old wild West. 


And with his swufiger and trappings 
{he man of the ranges Is preparing to 
answer the call. 
From Montana, Cal- 
ifornia, Oregon, Nevada and the Da- 
kota» cowboy« are getting ready 
to 
leave the drive and picturesque round- 
up to "ride herd" on the last frontiers 
of clvlllzatlon,^ the subarctic 
barrens 
of Alaska. 


Instead of T«xas longhorns they will 
"punch" the 
pronghorns of the Be- 
Tliig, the Alaskan reindeer. 
In place 
of flaring chaps and

pairs of SOX, parkas and hcmvy fur 
caps. 
They will ride behind

The call for experienced, seasoned 
frontiersmen is insistent, for the rein- 
deer Industry of the north is pi-etty 
closely following the historical devel- 
opment of the old western nuige.
